The I'oik of Mretching iho rone com- 
menced him ul fuiir week* ogo. Il wns a 
h'lwter, two inches in diameter, Slid cjonsid- 
erilii' tho length. 1,40(1 feel, nnd CO use quo lit 
weight, this wasn work of no aniall difficulty. 
A low ropo woa'firsl carried over the river 
V> iho Canada tide in a boat, from ihonco il 
wm lokott to iho lop of tho bank whero a 
windleis wos placed. Tho haw«r was then 
inndo fnht io llm low, and ihe rnon employed 
ol iho windless began iho labour of winding 
i( up. Htondin peisonolly eupcriniendoiit 
this operation, ond whilui ao occupied, had 
occasion to exhibit even greater coolness end 
daring than in iho walking of iho ropo this 
afternoon. Tho hawser was within .about 
150 feet of being landed, when tho men ol 
iho windless informed Klondin that if ihey 
gnvo the crank another turn, iho smalt ropo 
would in nil prohibility map asunder.— 
Illondin considered for an instant, end ihcn 
snatching a pieco of rope, ho ran along the 
lino 0« nimbly ns a monkey, ond having oi- 
lached Iho ropo rlo hod brought with him lo 
iho hawser he called out " Now svind away, 
boya! 1 ' Tho "boys" did eo J the hawser 
was secured ; end so much of the work of 
preparation was completed. Tho hawser 
was nol 5trnined 6*> lighl an it might hovo 
been to prevent tho accident of its snapping 
nsunder. It will "bus bo easily seen lint as 
about 1,300 feel of ropo were used tosircloh 
the chasm 1,100 feet wide, tho lino gradual- 
ly rose 100 yards higher on each side lhan 
in iho middle— making iho descent lo ihe 
centre n dingerous march for Hhmdiii to un- 
dertake, moro especially as he has been ac- 
customed to walk on n level line. The guys 
or slay rones wero next placed eighteen feet 
apart on Ihe rope, ani secured on either 
sidooflho river. Tho work of fixing was 
fiiii»hcd«aboui noon to-day, whan Illondin 
announced io iho persons assembled on ihc 
Canada side, lhat tho " ascension," as ho 
called il, although it was really a descent, 
would come offal half-past four- 

During Iho morning, and up lo Iho ap- 
pointed hoot for tho perilous wnlk. every 
irain on iho Great Western, New York, 
Central, Erie, nnd Ontario and Lcwist-m 
Railroads, and tho stc-imers brought large 
numbers of passengers to iho Foils. Tho 
Arrow sieamc-r, from liufi'alo ntono convey- 
ed 000 to Chippewa, nnd iho living slroams 
continued to pour in from nil quarlcri (save 
over iho rood about to lm 'taken by lllundin, 
which, no doubt, haft It been tried, would 
havfl been found lo liilobeen a hard road to 
travel), until at ihreoWciock there could not 
have been less lhan frfim 10.000 lo 11,000, 
persons lining tho banks of iho river. Ihe 
Looming of a cannon from While's grounds 
was tho signal for nil loiterers in the vicinity 
of the Falls to hurry ond secure good places, 
A strong barred fence had, by direction of 
Mayor Cornwall and iho Corporation of 
Clifton, been trecled for n good diilanco 
along Ihe edge of tho river, io prcvont un- 
necessary crushing, end lo guard against 
eager persons, in (heir anxiety to witness iho 
fcot, from pushing each other over the bank- 
As -1 o'clock nppioachr-d, While's grounds 
began to fill. Shortly after lhat hour thoro 
was another salvo of {artillery, ond Illondin 
made his appearance amidst tho assembled 
multitude* He quickly ascended a short 
lighl ropo which had been erected on Ihc 
ground*, and wenl through a number of 
lighlropn performances which drew down 
many plaudits. Hut r.U were impatient for 
llio/rot of the day. The sisuds which Ind 
boon creeled by privnlo speculators, on iho 
Cnnada side, received numerous customer*, 
and llie finall enclosuro reserved by Illondin 

for InVown benefit vyos pretty well occupied, 
— iho majority of perions Within iho circle 
being from Toronto and HufUlo. 

About hslf-pnst four o'clock Illondin fin- 
ished his exercises on iho small ropo, and 
running down to Iho edgo of llie river, he

Ho naa followed ropodoncing aa a buslneca* 
ainco ho wria four years of ogo, and hoa, al 
vnrloue tloiea, been connected wilh Franco* 
nft, Fanquo'o, Havol'e, ond oilier iroop?. 
About a year ogo, .whilst engaged wilh iho 
lotlor, ho performed In tho Toronto Lyceum. 
Precisely, at a quarter to five o'clock he

(Ouhdr, and although the sua tins ihiniag io 
da eyes, ho tripped forward, and almost before 
the peopto were avrarc ha had cteared the 
Ainsncan land, and nothing interfeoed be- 
trreen hitn aod destruction but a two-inch rope. 
Tbo bands struck up lively airs, ond Ihe spec- 
tators on tho Canada ilioro_ ncro about to 
greet Ihe daring adventurer with a cheer, when 
ihey were stilled by Iho men in Hlondin's em- 
ploy. Blondin marened on at n lively pace, 
his Iocs hardly appearing to touch the rope. 
Alter walking out about 150 feet, he suddenly 
sank down on ihe rope ond took a Utile re*t. 
An involuntary shudder pasted through the' 
crovrd as lie thus fearlessly threw hirntelf on 
bis (ace on ihe cable, while several of the ladies 
gave a petite scream, ond clung more firmly 
to their protectors. IIo tras, however, up 
ogain in a moment, and went on his way as 
smartly as before for another 150 feel, when 
be ag?iu sought repose in the ssmc manner as 
beforr/. On arrit ine about a (bird of the dis- 
tance across, Bloodm tatdowa oneo more,ood 
waved his hand for the Maid of the Mist to 
steam up under the rope. It had been found 
impossible to anchor (his craft at tlie'point as. 
tigncd for her, owing to the strength of Ihc 
current. After a ilrlay of about five minutes, 
Ihc steamer was brought directly underneath 
llie rope, and by her paddles being set in rno- 
tioa, and her head up the stream, -die was kept 
almost stationary. Illondin ilien, from his gid- 
dy elevation, lowered a piece of twine, which 
fell on the deck ol ihe steamer, and a bottle 
containing some liquor WM fastened lo it, 
whi*.h illondin drew up, and baling drank of 
the liquor, he to*:ed the bottle Into Iho river, 
and in a twinkling was pursuing his perilous 

journey. He was not long in reaching the 

middle of Ihe rope, and ran over this portion 
of it al a slow trot. The steep ascent to the 
Canada *horc was the nest difficulty in tie way. 
but without stopping Blondin oerred himself 
for (he U&k. His countenance was Wore 
plainly sten from the Canadian side, ond ihe 
pre!>piralion on his brow indicated that he fell 
fatigued. I lis slep grew slower, and a feeling 
began lo prevail, lhat he might even yet fail 
in llie attempt lo reach the now nearly won 
goal. Not a face in Ihc vast crowd which did 
not srear an anxious look. There svas a death- 
like stillness, and wilh " baled brealh" the 
spectators gazed upon filoodin as be ascend- 
ed the rope. A few seconds elapsed aod then 
the deep silence gave place -to o tremendous 
shout, which announced thai Ulondm had suc- 
ceeded in crossing (he river en a rope to slen- 
der, (hat to (he on-leokers it appeared but lit- 
tic stonier than a spider's w*b. 

Twenty FninuUa had been occupied in gomjr 
from s do lo side, bul there must he deducted 
nearly ten minutes lor roils, and Ihe time losl 
in waiting for Ibc Maid of the Mial. . When 
le landed on" ihe hank, a hundred handi weie 
tendered him, and a hundred tongues congratu- 
lated him on hii success — ive had almost said 
escape, lie Was then born triumphantly to a 
stand occupied by llie reporters for the press. 
A large number of persons, including many la- 
dies, crowded after him, and cheer aflcr cheer 
rose from the assemblage beyond. Illondin 
here atlem'plrd to address Ibe crowd, bul broke 
down from his imperfect knowledge of ihe 
Knglish language. He merely said : ** My 
dear friends — I hive gol across safe. I hopa* 
you will remember me for I am poor. I can- 
not tell you any more in Knglish ; bul il is all 
right." This last remark excited a hear I y 
laugh, and Blondin retreated back lo Ihe stand. 
He then catered a carriage ond was driven 
through iho crowd, where a liberal subscription 
was made for him. In about half-ow-hour he 
returned to (he stand at Ihe end of (be rope, 
and in a few minutes a cheer drew alUntion 
(o ihe circumstance thai he waa returning over 
ihe rope lo the American ride. He nulled 
down the incline with a lively but steady slep, 
hailed before he came lo (be iniddlo of the 
rope, and sal down lo rest. Tn a injnule lie 
svas again on Ijis feel, and having danced a 
short slep, he wended his way across. Oft 
Hearing the bank on ibe opposite tide, he again 
stopped »o rest, bul only for a few second-, 
and running up the rope, was once more safi: 
on terra firma. lie accomplished the re- 
turn journey in eiglit rninnies including slop- 
pa^es. The crowd cheered, and then w*«l 
olV" in search o< the jeveral trains which were 
to convey them to their home*. 

'i'lW weather was favorable for tie purpose, 
bul a I rifle loo hoi if anything to be very com- 
forlable. There was no wind at the time 
Illondin waited lie rope, or Ihc feat raighl 
have a very diflerent termination. Ft is re- 
ported he will crost again on Monday next, 
when, no doubt, be will draw hilbcr a large 
croud of Americans, it being ibeir great Na- 
tional holiday. 

Everything »ent off in (he most pleasant 
manner, and il was almost as svonderfnl as the 
feat itself, lhat no accident occurred when so 
many persons were clustered close lo theedge 
of such precipitovs banks as those of Ihe ~&'\- 
a»ara River. It is alio worthy of remark, as 
being a " sign of iho limes," lhat hardly a sin- 
gle person ssas lo be seen under lbejtnl1uer.ee 
of liquor.
